Leaders Meet--- 
And People Talk 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s meeting 
with General Douglas MacArthur in the Pacific 
seems to have excited an undue amount of po- 

litical speculation. That may be attributed to the fact this is an 
election year and the opposition party is always suspicious of any 
move the President makes in the midst of a national campaign. 


General MacArthur, of course, is a Republican, but it is diffi- 
cult to see how politics enter into the situation. If the President's 
mission has any political significance at all, either directly or in- 
directly, it will be on the score of demonstrating to the country 
that there is nothing amiss in the relations between the White 
House and the Pacific commander. 


Some of the President’s critics sought to 
Search for Issue [ii up an issue on this score after Mr. 
Truman ordered a statement by General MacArthur on Formosa 
withdrawn. He did so on the ground that the General, in ex- 
pressing his views on the question of keeping Formosa in friendly 
hands, was invading the field of foreign policy which, under the 
constitution, is reserved specifically for the Chief Executive. 


Because of the splendid leadership he gave our victorious forces 
in Korea, General MacArthur is more of a national hero today 
than ever before. If the President’s enemies had been able to 
build up the thought that the General had been badly treated by 
the White House, this would probably have cost the Administration 
votes in the coming November election. 


But Mr. Truman, in his formal statement telling of the plans 
for his meeting with the General, was careful to lay the ghost of 
any such issue. “When I see him,” he said, “I shall express to 
him the appreciation and gratitude of the people and Government 
of the United States for the great service which he is rendering 
to world peace.” 


While the meeting thus may have certain indirect political im- 
plications, the circumstances surrounding it hardly justify the in- 
ference that it is primarily a political maneuver. As the President 
himself pointed out, the United Nations action in Korea now ap- 
pears to be entering “the final phase,” involving a situation that 
raises new problems that call for consultation hetween him and 
the supreme commander of American and United Nations forces. 


In addition, a number of collateral questions remain to be dis- 
cussed. There is the question of the peace treaty with Japan, the 
status of Formosa, the trend of events in Communist China, and 
other matters which fall within General MacArthur's responsibility. 


T ) But with events coming to a head in Korea, 
Normal Thing there was obviously enough on this point 
alone to bring about a meeting between the President and the five- 
star general. If it had not been for the election that lies ahead, 
nothing would have been said about the meeting more than it was 
a normal thing. Some people just like to see a political angle in 
everything a President does. 


It would have been far less dramatic, of course, for General 
MacArthur to have come to Washington to see the President than 
for Mr. Truman to fly to the Pacific to see him. That would have 
been the ordinary course. But the President in meeting the General 
somewhere along the line was no doubt guided by the exigencies 
of the situation. In the climactic phase of the Korean war it would 
not have been proper to order the General to fly all the way across 
the Pacific for a meeting in Washington, though it was clearly 
within the President’s powers to do so, if he had wished. 


In going to the Pacific to meet the General instead of ordering 
him to report to Washington, Mr. Truman was following the 
example of his predecessor, President Roosevelt went to Hawaii 
for a conference with General MacArthur under similar circum- 
stances during final stages of the war with Japan. 


Perhaps Mr. Truman was also humoring a 
On the J ob fetish General MacArthur seems to have about 
returning to the United States. For reasons known only to him, 
he has not seen fit to return to the country since the war ended, 
although a great hero’s welcome awaits him when he does. Various 
efforts have been made by Congressional committees to have him 
come back, but to no avail. He has been content to remain in Japan, 
carrying out his duties as occupation commander—and doing a 
splendid job of it, too. 

_As a matter of fact, MacArthur has not visited the United 
States in something more than ten years. He was in the Philippines 
at the time war broke out in the Pacific and there he has re- 
mained ever since. Undoubtedly he will go down in history as one 
of our greatest military leaders.

The Editors: In Celestine Sibley’s column in 
Sunday's paper, she made a very honest state- 
ment of a widely prevailing attitude. It might be 
paraphrased by saying, “Thy Kingdom come— 
but not yet; Thy will be done—but let somebody 
else start it.”

The Editors: Orchids to Mr. Henry C. Crouch 
for his defense of Blackstone and its indispensa- 
bility in any lawyer’s background and practice. 

A reverent tribute, too, to the late Dr. Syl- 
vanus Morris, former dean of the University of 
Georgia Law School and reputedly the only 
American to be honored with a degree from 
Cambridge University for sheer merit in the 
teaching of Blackstone. Dr. Morris, we believe, 
was the last American to require daily recitation 
in a classroom on Blackstone. He believed and 
many times said: “Blackstone is the law!” It is 
no harder to imagine a grade-A etymologist with- 
out a thorough knowledge of Latin than an able 
lawyer without a triple-proof foundation of 
Blackstone. 

Dr. Morris, last great bellwether of the Black- 


stone scholars, derived from Blackstone his bril- 
liant synthesis, “Principia of the Law,” from 
which was derived the shortest and most effec- 
tive definition of a tort ever known, to wit: “A 
privation of a private, legal, noncontractural 
right.” The far bulkier definitions are not as 
adequate. 


Has there ever been a greater treatise on Real 
Property than Book II of Blackstone? Not a 
week passes that the four books of Blackstone I 
was prodded into passing do not prove of some 
value to me in my work. 


Your position for Blackstone is well taken, 
Mr. Crouch, and a requirement that knowledge 
of Blackstone be a condition precedent to ad- 
mission to the bar would be a blow at the half- 
baked.
